To the inhabitants of the Town of Northwood, in 
the County of Rockingham, in said State, qualified to 
vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Town Hall in 
said Northwood, on Tuesday, the fourteenth day of 
March next, at nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act 
upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary town officers for the 
year ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray town charges for the ensuing year, and 
make appropriations for the same. 


3. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for Highways. 


4. To see if, the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $1,500.00 to accept Trunk Line 
maintenance. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $217.34 for State Aid mainten- 
ance. 


6.. To see if the Town will vote to accept the 
provisions of Chapter 117, Laws of 1917, on a section 
of the Central Road, so-called, and appropriate or set 
aside from the amount raised for Town Highways the 
sum of $400.00 for this purpose.

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7. To see if the Town will vote to accept Federal 
Aid to complete the State Road between Epsom line 
and Federal Aid Project No. 126, and raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $2,000.00, the balance to be raised 
the year of 1928. 


8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $1.024.50 to accept State Aid 
construction, the money to be expended at East North- 
wood. 


9. To see if the Town will vote to accept State 
Aid to build a cement Bridge on the Stage Road from 
the Narrows to Epsom, near Horace Bartlett’s, and 
raise and appropriate the sum of $500.00 for the same. 


10. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate in excess of the amount 
required by law for the Northwood Public Library. 


11. To see if the Town will vote to observe Old 
Home Day and raise and appropriate money for the 
same. 


12. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for Memorial Day. 


13. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to hire money to replace temporary loans. 


14. To see if the Town will vote to sell the 
schoolhouse at the Center to the Everett J. Bourdon 
Post of the American Legion to be remodeled into a 
club house. 


15. To see what sum of money the Town will 


vote to raise and appropriate for a memorial for its 
soldiers in the World’s War. 


16. To see if the Town will vote to discount 2 
per cent. on all property tax paid on or before July 1st. 
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17. To see how much money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for all other purposes.

Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Board and Citizens of Northwood: 


“The school is the foundation of the nation. If 
the American school fails, America will fail. Educa- 
tion is the mother of civilization. Where there has 
been no education there has been no civilization. 
Civilization has come down through the ages in a 
chariot built by the forces of education.” 

It is recognized today that the acquisition of 
knowledge is not the chief aim of the educative pro- 
cess, but all instruction is for the benefit of the physi- 
cal, moral and mental development of the child. 
Physical fitness is the foundation of good citizenship, 
so provision for physical education and welfare has 
found its way into our schools. The most important 
element of success in community life is team work 
with a common purpose. Much is being done in our 
schools, in training the children, to work together in 
plays, games and other activities. To recognize the 
rights of others, and to realize that freedom and lib- 
erty for the whole group, depends upon the willingness 
of the individual to conform to rules and laws estab- 
lished for the good of all. 

Much research work has been done in recent years, 
establishing the methods that are most effective in 
class room instruction, and culling out the things that 
have little or no educational value. We are trying to 
profit by the findings of this research work and to in- 
corporate into the schools of Northwood those things 
which make for efficiency and to eliminate things 
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which have no value. The use of standard tests this 
year enables us to find the strong and the weak points 
in our schools with accuracy, and to compare the 
school work of Northwood with that of hundreds of 
other schools throughout the country who use the 
same tests. This helps us to carry the classification 
of pupils into grades with a greater degree of exact- 
ness. It also shows the weakness in any particular 
subject of study, and that makes clear, where more 
stress should be placed to bring the work up to normal. 

Your attention is directed to the condition of the 
buildings at the Ridge and the Narrows. As long as 
they are used for school purposes, they should be 
made wholesome and attractive, meeting state re- 
quirements in physical appointments. The outbuild- 
ings should be connected with the main buildings, so 
it would not be necessary for pupils to go out of doors 
in the mud, rain or snow to reach the toilets. Several 
well-founded complaints have come to me about the 
unsanitary condition of the toilets. I would recom- 
mend that chemical toilets be installed, to safeguard 
the health of our boys and girls. 

In conclusion I wish to express to the members of 
the school board and to the teachers my appreciation 
of their hearty co-operation in the school work.

Northwood Old Home Day 


Under the bluest of skies, and the most auspi- 
cious conditions in general, Northwood observed on 
Monday, August 22, Old Home Day. The celebration 
was the first of the kind in several years, and no effort 
had been spared to make the event successful. 

The program of the day began at 10 A. M. with a 
baseball game in Cogswell Field, between the North- 
wood and Deerfield teams, witnessed by a large and 
interested crowd. The score was 3-2 in Northwood’s 
favor. During the game music was furnished by the 
Northwood-Barrington band, which played at inter- 
vals during the day. After this, the throng of people, 
who had already gathered, broke into small groups 
and adjourned to Harvey Island for a basket picnic. 
In the afternoon a literary and musical program was 
given, in the Congregational church close by, with the:

The crowning feature of the day was the speech 
of Governor Brown, a man greatly beloved by the 
people of this town and one whom they are always glad 
and proud to claim as a “favorite son.’”’ He was hap- 
pily introduced by Chairman Orrin M. James, who 
humorously aliuded to an incident connected with the 
Governor’s early life in Northwood. In the first part 


’ of the address that followed, Governor Brown dealt 


with reminiscences of his school days at Coe’s North- 
wood Academy, an institution with which he has long 
been associated and which, in recent years, he has 
served as president of the board of trustees. He in- 
dulged in several local allusions, which were enthu- 
siastically received, and spoke at some length of the 
contrast between conditions of forty-eight years ago, 
when Northwood observed her centennial, and now. 
The latter part of the speech, in rather more serious 
vein, had to do almost entirely with present day condi- 
tions and problems. 

At the conclusion of the program, a second ball 
game, in which Deerfield defeated Northwood 2-1, con- 
cluded the events of the day. 

There has never been a more highly vataebactaea 
or pleasanter observance of Old Home Day here. The 
number of people present, variously estimated from 
six to eight hundred, many of them sons and daugh- 
ters of the town, returned from long distances for this 
occasion, testified to the ready response which the in- 
vitation to come back met. Fully three hundred and 
fifty, all that the building would accommodate, lis- 
tened to the afternoon program, and aS many more 
were grouped outside. 

Although excellence characterized every event of 
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the celebration, special mention should be made of the 
painstaking work of Mrs. J. F. Merrill; that of Orrin 
M. James, the efficient chairman of the day; of W. T. 
Leighton, who conducted the chorus; and of Miss An- 
nie H. Clarke, who acted as accompanist. The ad- 
dress of welcome by Walter C. Chesley was worthy of 
favorable comment, as was also the poem written for 
the occasion by Miss Elizabeth B. Watson.
